three Eſtates: We heard long ſince reports , and ſaw printed 
Papers of the great dangers of Papiſts , and that in our 
own County, but belceve there was no cruthgand of - 
any ſuch : We heard rp Rumots of forraign Force from 
France and Denmark; but thanks be to God, we fee no 
ſirch danger ; And yet under theſe pretences, there isgrear 
preparation of putting us in a poſture of Defence and a great 
neceffiry pretended, of ſetling the I£zriz, but we ſee more 
cauſeto feare the remedy, then the diſeaſe: Forthis poſtureſas 
you call it) of Defence doth carry a face of War with it cven 
2mongf our ſelves, and concerning it wearcdiſtracted with 
contrary Commands, the Houſes of Parliament command 
one thing, the King forbids that Command, rhe King com« 
mands.and the Hoaſes of Parliamentforbids tharCommand, 
and we arc at aſtand,and yet we ate ever ready to yeeld Obe- 
dicnceto all the known lawes of the land ;and we haveever 
b-en eaughr, Thar all choſe Laws mide in Parliament, conſiſt 
of rhree Eftates, the Commons, Lords,andi'King, andwe 
think it datigerous to untwift that triple Cord+And we hold 
ir ourgreatelt priviledge, That the King and Lords whomwe 
have heard ſometime joyned in Councell.ccould not makea 
Law to bind us without onr conſentin Parliament,andby rhe 
fame reaſon, we cannot expe rhat the Commons, with che 
perngh; _ = kea rat an rr of the force ofa 
aw,to bind 'withour ing, eſpecially againſt the Ki 
And as wedoe nor yeeld any At of obedience to the Kings 
Command imply, but as'it is warranted by'Law; madeby 
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comply with his Majeſtic, under whoſe p 
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" tis Amhority,wichthe Conſcntof both Houſes, ſo we half 


civeour {clves' bound to obey one- of both Houlgs 
without the King, bur in ſich things as #edccording tothe 
known Laws ofthe Lind: VWheii the King by his Writ gave 
us power to chufe you it wastorieart De guibuſdan ar dui, te, 
eneverconccived your onelyVoresſhould be our Law,nor * 
conceived we had ſach a power toconfer upon you : And we 
require you not to conſenr to ſay any ſuchcomand uporus, 
norto ingage ns inany cvill war for the maintenance! of ſach 
Votes,under colourof Priviledges againſt our Lawfull King, 
to whom many of us, by the appointment of the Law,have 
taken the Oath of Supremacy and Allegiance,to which all of 
us arebound : And beſide, we have at the command of both 
Houfes taken rhe late Protceſtation, wherein we have vow= 
ed to maintain the doftrine of the Church of England ; 
his' Majeſtics Royall pcrſon', Honour, and Eftate, the 
Priviledges of Parliament; and the Libertics-of the Sub- 
et; And we ſhall endevour to maintgin cvery part and 
clauſe thereof reſpeAively® with: -onr lives and Rerdigs. 
And we conceive our beſt dircRions therein to be"'the 
known Laws; the maintenance whereof we'account out 
onely libcrcy and deferices And we accotimt-che* fur 
way to cnjoy "the. bencfit'of theſe Laws, is to\Jjoy

this is that we deſire you taconſeut in for us. And we ſhall 


heactily pray that we might bean cxamplc to many others to - 


make the like expreſſions ;And- then we ſhould nor doube 
but this would bring a AightLaderſtanding betwixt the King 
and his pcople, and takcaway all fears and jcalouſics, and 
ſcrtle a firme peace amongſt us. Ve ſhould gladly, with al} 
humilicy, have petitioned your Honourable Houſe bur ſtill to 
this purpoſe. And we Underſtand ſome Countrics hayedone 
ſo, which hath been diſpl-aling unto them becauſe contrar 
totheir ſenſe, and we, perhaps,through ignorance might f; 
into the ſame error. Yet we hope it will not be diſplcaſing 
unto you, that we give you our ſenſe freely, for youarcus, 
and. we hope you will not be unwilling to follow our ſcnlc, ſo 
far as you conccive it to bethe ſenſe of your County whole 
ou are, and for whom you ſerve. And.ſo we relt your very
